ABE FORTAS 


Abe Fortas has been nominated and 
approved for the Supreme Court, by all 
but a few dissenting voices. On the sur- 
face, the appointment was utterly incredul- 
ous, and perhaps the greatest insult to 
jurisprudence in years, It is all the more 
inconceivable because, as one release put 
it: “FORTAS HAS A RECORD OF FAR 
LEFT ACTIVITY CHRONICLED IN THE 
FILES OF CONGRESS.” 


The following report of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Subcommittee hearings (Daily 
News, 8/6/65) indicates the tenor and atti- 
tude of the committee: 

“Fortas went through an intense but 
friendly quizzing by the Committee whose 
approval, THOUGHT CERTAIN, was de- 
layed at the request of Senator Javits.” 


Why “friendly” and “approval thought 
certain.” If the man’s record is so perfect 
it will not bear scrutiny, why have a hear- 
ing at all, and waste the committee’s time 

and the TAXPAYERS’ MONEY? If a 
hearing is warranted, how can it be ob- 
jective and at the same time “friendly” 
with “approval thought certain’? 


ARTHUR J. GOLDBERG

Goldberg stepped down from the Supreme 
Court for the lesser position of U.S. Am- 
bassador at the suggestion of LBJ who told 
him; “There has never been a Jewish Vice 
President. ,If you will step from the Su- 
preme Court, I promise you the vice presi- 
dential nomination in 1968. You will there- 
fore have a chance at the Presidency in 
1972, when I can no longer run.” 


ARTHUR GOLDBERG 


The powers that be are taking the ap- 
pointment of Arthur Goldberg as U. S 
Ambassador to the U. N. in stride. The 
same type of “rubber stamp Congress” that 
approved Anna M. Rosenberg (identified

(Congressional Records 
show that Fortas joined SCHW in 1947, 
three years after a Special House Commit- 
tee declared it subversive.) 

3. AMERICAN LAW STUDENTS AS- 
SOCIATION (APPENDIX IX, p. 1093) 

4. INTERNATIONAL JURIDICAL AS- 
SOCIATION (APPENDIX IX, p. 795) 

5. Congressional Records show that For- 
tas joined the WASHINGTON COMMIT- 
TEE FOR DEMOCRATIC ACTION in the 
early 1940s. Attorney General Clark later 
listed the group as “subversive and com- 
munist.” (“REPORT ON THE LEFT,” 
AF, May 1964) 

WHAT FORTAS SAID TO

GO TRIBUNE, July 30, 1965: 
“ABE FORTAS NOMINATED TO HIGH

OF HISS.” According to an editorial in the 
same issue Fortas “helped Alger Hiss and 
Dexter White, Soviet Agents, to draft the 
United Nations. Charter.” 


FORTAS AND LATTIMORE 

OWEN LATTIMORE was perhaps For- 

tas’ best known. client. The SENATE 
INTERNAL SECURITY COMMITTEE 
reached the following conclusion regarding 
Lattimore, as recorded in their 1952 Report 
No. 2050, on the INSTITUTE OF PACIFIC 
RELATIONS. 
“OWEN LATTIMORE WAS FOR SOME: 
TIME, BEGINNING IN THE 1930s, A 
CONSCIOUS, ARTICULATE INSTRU- 
MENT OF THE COMMUNIST. CON- 
SPIRACY.” 

Consider the following excerpt from 
Lattimore’s book: “ORDEAL BY SLAN- 
DER,” (this statement was made after 
Lattimore learned that Budenz would testi- 
fy against him) 

“Abe,” I (Lattimore) said, “I don’t see 
how we can do any pussyfooting on this. 
I want to meet this thing head on and slug 
it out . . . I owe it to my. and the issues: 


that are at stake . . .” Abe said nothing, . 


but I could see from his face that I had 
more than a lawyer. I had a friend and we’ 
believed in each other.” 


Congressman Ashbrook, speaking of For- 
tas’ association with the INSTITUTE. OF

HARRY DEXTER WHITE 

On January 4, 1945 (See INTERLOCK- 
ING SUBVERSION IN GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS, PART 111), Fortas 
wrote the following letter to Dexter White, 
later exposed as a Soviet agent. 

Jan. 4, 1945 
Dear Harry: : 
I am delighted that the president nom: 
inated you to be Assistant Secretary of 
Treasury. Your promotion is completely 
deserved and it will strengthen’ the gov- 
ernment considerably, 
My very best wishes, 
Sincerely yours,

Undersecretary 

White had been reported SIX TIMES to 
President Truman, by the FBI as a COM- 
MUNIST AGENT! It was during 1944 
that White’s treasonous deal of giving our 
meney engraving plates to Russia came to 
light, Are we to believe Fortas did not 
know what kind of man White was?. 
FORTAS AIDS REDS IN 
STATE DEPARTMENT 

“Fortas has been a severe critie of the 
Government security program.” A story 
im the Nov. 3, 1950 DAILY “WORKER 
(Communist paper) was headlined: “Three 
ex-government officials hit State’ Depart- 
ment firings.” The WORKER revealed 
that Fortas, a former New Deal-bureauerat, 
had joined two colleagues to blast as “‘un- 
fair and un-American” the dismissal of 
certain State Department employees ac- 
cused of disloyalty. Fortas said’ the firings 
smacked of a “police state.” 

A paragraph from Arthur M. Schles- 
inger’s book “THE COMING OF THE 
NEW DEAL,” reveals the following: 

“*What we need,’ he (Jerome Frank) 

told Peek, ‘are brilliant young men with 

keen legal minds and imagination.’ Tn 

a short time he brought together a re- 

markable group — among’ them, Thur- 

man Arnold (later to become Fortas’ 
law partner) and Abe Fortas from the 

Yale Law School; Adlai~Stevenson of 

Chicago; and, from the Harvard Law 

School, ALGER HISS, LEE PRESSMAN, 

JOHN ABT AND NATHAN WITT.” 

The last four have been itentified in 
sworn testimony before Consréssional Com- 
mittees as commitnists!

Fortas Behind-the-Scenes Fixer 


ABE FORTAS AND GESELL. REPORT 
uring Lyndon Johnson’s Vice Presi- — 
dency, Fortas served as head of the EQUAL 
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EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY COM- 
MITTEE. He was an influential advisor on 
two Civil Rights bills LBJ pushed through 
the Senate in.1957 and 1960. Fortas play- 
ed a major role’ in the drawing up of the 
Gessell Report, which was written by 
the PRESIDENT’S COMMITTEE. ON 
TEQUAL OPPORTUNITY IN THE ARMED 
FORCES, to which he was appointed in 
1962. The imiplementation of this Report, 
carried out by a dangerous Marxist, Yar- 
‘molinsky, helped create havoc in the 
Armed Forces — which it was designed to 
do. Yarmolinsky has been quoted as: say- 
ing that he didn’t give a damn whether 
they (the Negroes) wanted to be intepra- 
ted or not, THAT THEY WOULD BE

Acéording to ESQUIRE magazine (June, 
. he (Fortas) is a fixer, the man 
who takes jobs too delicate to be’ done by 
anyone in’ officia} status; he’s always on 
hand, either actually, or at the other end 
of the phone line, surgesting, reacting, de- 
veloping;., ,.. One top White House aid 
says “HE’S AS CLOSE TO JOHNSON AS 
BOBBY KENNEDY WAS TO JACK”... 
It is cléar that when an emergency arises 
in the Johnson family, it is Fortas who is 
called first.” 

The fellowing paragraph from the same 


magazine indicates Fortas’ closeness to 
LBJ goes far deeper than most people 
realize: 

“The incident (the Washington Star’s 


agreement not to print the Jenkin’s story) 
illustrates. several things about Fortas. 
First, his role in the official family: when 
beset by the blackest trouble man can 
imagine, Jenkins literally ran to him. 
Second, his high status: ALTHOUGH HE 
HAD NOT BEEN IN TOUCH WITH THE 
PRESIDENT, HE WAS ABLE TO SAY 
CONFIDENTLY IN THE CONFERENCE 
WITH THE STAR EDITORS THAT JEN- 
KINS WAS FINISHED AT THE WHITE 
HOUSE — AND THEY KNEW HIS WORD 
HAD THE STAMP OF AUTHORITY.” 
Fortas’ role as counsel for Bobby Baker, 
his part in establishing the trust for LBJ’s 
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extensive radio and television properties, 
his masterminding of the legal brainpower 
that turned defeat into victory in the now 
scandalous Texas Senate election of 1948, 
not to mention his intimate knowledge of 
Lyndon Johnson's personal financial 
tion, should automatically rule Fortaye out. 
As lowa’s Representative Gross put it the 
Fortas nominatior “is inconceivable under 
the circumstances,””. (Senate Comm: Hear- 
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ing 7/27/65) 

Abe Fortas. was appointed to the Su- 
prenie Court in spite’ of his definite red 
background, Remember that Fortas is-a 
Zionist. The Zionist Invisible Government

“He (Marshall) is listed as a member of 
the Communist Front, International Ju- 
ridical Association, which has actively 
defended Communists and consistently 
followed the Communist Party line. He 
was among a group of attorneys, who, 
in 1947, protested the issuance of con- 
tempt citations against pro-Communist 
Hollywood writers who refused to tes- 
tify before the House Committee On 
Un-American Activities.” 

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD: Mem- 
ber Executive Board 1949-1950. (See Re- 
port No. 3123, Sept. 17, 1950, House 
Committee On Un-American Activities.) 
‘Attorney General Eugene Cook, made the 
following statement regarding the Guild: 

“The NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD 

has been described as the foremost legal 

bulwark of the Communist Party, its 
front organizations and controlled un- 
ions, Since its inception, the Guild has 
never failed to rally to the defense of 
the Communist Party and the individuals 
including known espionage agents. And 
as a member and policy-making official 
of this Communist Front, Marshall has 
served as Associate Editor of the “LAW- 

YERS GUILD REVIEW” and has op- 

posed this nation’s loyalty program.” 
THURGOOD MARSHALL 
‘AND THE NAACP 


Marshall is the former chief counsel of 
the red-controlled NAACP and represented 
it in over thirty cases. Marshall argued the 
controversial 1954 Desegregation Case be- 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court, He became 
NAACP’s chief counsel in the 1940’s. 
4S NAACP A COMMUNIST FRONT? 

THE NAACP WAS FOUNDED BY 
REDS AND SOCIALISTS, Arthur Spin- 
garn, a Jew, has been the president of the 
NAACP for the past 23 years. 

“COMMUNISM AND THE NAACP,” a 

report by the Georgia Commission on Ed- 
ucation, in giving a breakdown of their 
Officers (1958), stated: 
“One hundred and forty-five (over sixty 
percent) ... have been involved in one way 
or another with 2,200 affiliations of public 
record! Forty-six of these national officers 
have had one or two Communist affilia- 
tions; 99 have had three or more such 
affiliations; 52 have had ten or more; and 
46 have had 15 or more.” 

If the NAACP isn’t a cited Communist 
Front, it certainly should be for red 
fronters cling to it like bees to the honey 
comb. Their chief counsel, Thurgood Mar- 
shall collaborated with the late, self-con- 
fessed Communist, W. E. B. DuBois, in 
preparing a brief for convicted spies 





The question erying for an answer right 
now is: How can a man with his violent 
Partisan background possibly manifest the 
objectivity and impartiality so indispen- 
Sable in a judge? Marshall’s statement in 
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David Dubinsky and Mike Quill. Goldberg 
has never been on a bench — federal, state 
or local, and is a newcomer to foreign 
affairs, totally without experience. 

Below is part of Goldberg’s. pro-red 
record which should disqualify him as a 
candidate to any government appointment, 
much less to represent our interests in the 
ULN. 

Arthur Goldberg was a National Com- 
mittee member of the NATIONAL RELI- 
GION AND LABOR FOUNDATION, set 
up by Sidney Hillman (an identified com- 
munist) in 1982,. Forty-five members of 
this Marxian-Fabian front wrote FDR in 
November 1985, asking him to “‘socialize 
the country’s resources, nationalize its basic 
‘industries, and build an inclusive labor 
movement.” The FBI and the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities have re- 
ferred to the NRLF as “One of the most 
vicious communist organizations ever set 
up in this country.” 

In 1957 Arthur J. Goldberg was a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board of THE RELI- 
GION AND LABOR FOUNDATION, a 
communist front, which published the 
sacrilegious cartoon of Christ depicting Him 
as a wanted criminal. Co-board members 
then included, among others, communist- 
fronters, Henry Hitt Crane, Jerome Davis, 
Benjamin Mays and A. Phillip Randolph. 

CONFERENCE ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
LIBERTIES IN AMERICA. Goldberg was 
a sponsor of this Washington, D. C. confer- 
ence, (June 7-9, 1940), a cited communist 
front enterprise. (APPENDIX IX, P. 
6537.) 

NATIONAL EMERGENCY CONFER- 
ENCE, Washington, D. C., May 13-14, 
1939. Goldberg was a sponsor of this affair, 
a cited front enterprise (APPENDIX IX, 
P. 1206). 

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD, fre- 
quently referred to as “The communist 
front.for attorneys.” Goldberg was presi- 
dent of its Chicago chapter, according to 
Sullivan’s Law Directory, 1939. Two of the 
national directors of the guild at that time 
were Isaac E. Ferguson and David J. Ben- 
tall, co-founders of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A.! 

CHICAGO CONFERENCE ON RACE 
RELATIONS, July 22, 1939. Goldberg was 
also a sponsor of this communist front 
operation. (APPENDIX IX, P. 610) 

Goldberg also was a member of the 
Board of Directors for the leftwing FUND 
FOR THE REPUBLIC and CARNEGIE 
ENDOWMENT FOR. INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE, as well as a member of AMERI- 
CANS FOR DEMOCRATIC ACTION. 

The early forties found Goldberg chief 
of the Division of the thoroughly Commu- 
nized OFFICE OF STRATEGIC SERVICES, 

Goldberg was hired as General Counsel 
of the CIO at the urging of JACOB S. 
POTOFSKY, long-time Communist-fronter. 

As Secretary .of Labor, Goldberg ap- 
pointed Walter Gellhorn as official arbitra- 
tor for the International Organization of 
Masters, Mates, and Pilots, which almost 
controls our Merchant Marine. GELL- 
HORN HAS BEEN IDENTIFIED BY LOUIS 
BUDENZ AS A COMMUNIST. (House 
Committee Investigating Tax Exempt 
Foundations, 12/23/52, page 725). 

Apart from his leftwing and definite red 
background, there are other considerations 
with regard to the Goldberg appointment. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat referred to 
the new Goldberg assignment as follows: 
“He has no background whatever in diplo- 
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macy or the world of foreign affairs. For 
the last three years, his talents have been 
devoted to support of the leftist majority 
of the U. S. Supreme Court.
